Bad he intended to ufe trim agreeably 
to his rank, he ought to have allowed him his flaff 
to - accompany him during his confinement : but fo 
far from that, that he iufc broke a folemn treaty 
with thi General and his officers, —The General 
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was then feparated from the whole of his little c 
tive army, brought to Seringapatam under a ftrd 
guard, thrown into a filthy dungeon ; his baggage, c 
and every thing of the fmalleft conference taken fro 
him ; his fervantfl removed, and he himfelf thrown i 
heavy irons; and at laft, to put a finishing ftroke to 
horrid fcene, he was difpatched by poifon. 

The General, when he learnt, from a combination 
fufpicious circumftances, as well as hints let fail fr 
thofe that were occafionally about his per fori, that 
was the Sultan's intention to cut him off by poifon, 
fufed to tatte of the visuals that was fen t to him 
Hated times from the'KeeladarY Some of the ruar 
and even the fervants who carried the poifoned'.vidtf 
als, took companion on the General, and gave h| 
bow snd then a little of theirs. The Bavildar,who h 
the charge of the. General, connived at thefe a£ls 
humanity at firft, and manifeOed fymptoma of unea 
nefs and diffatisfa&ion with the part affigned- to him 
the fcene going forward. But this officer, when it w* 
found that General Mathews ftiil protraded his mitf 
rable estiftence, was fent for by the Keeladar, who v 
him that the General's life, if much longer continue^ 
muft be paid for by the Haviidar's death. Upon th] 
the Haviidar communicated his orders, with the ihrejf 
that accompanied diem, to his unfortunate prifonft? 
mo now had oo other alternative than that of peril " 
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lisg by famine or by poifon. The anxious love of lifts 
maintained, for feveral days, a druggie with the ioa- 
^jorf^inatte calls of furious hunger. Thefe, however, 
jprevaiJea in the iflucof the conteft,He eat of the poifon- 
I $d food, and he drank too, whether to quench the rage 
x>f inflamed thirft, or to drown the torments of hi& loul 
jn utter infenfibilitVi of the poifoned cop. Within ivx 
hours after bis fatal repafl, he was found dead. Thii 
is a faithful and true a-ccouni of the death of Lieute- 
nant General Mathews, which had been fet forth in va- 
rious ways, ' The manner in which thefe particulars 
were brought to light was this : — The death of the Ge- 
neral being reported to the Keeladar, it was mentioned, 
on thai occafion, that a brafs bafon was found in his 
prifon, with fome writing on it ; which mut} have 
been done wish a fork he had with him.

M UCH wss expected from his parts and talents cul- 
tivated with unremitted diligence before he came to 
India, but as if the appioach to the fun had brightened 
the flame of genius, he appeared fit for any ^overtak- 
ing, almoft immediately after his anival. This could 
not efcape Ma. Hastings who cherifhed and trufcd 
him, during a fhort refidence in Europe in the year 
1776: hi& penetrative (agacity and djfcretiqn anfwered 
fully his friend's expectation, who found the efTedt of 
them on his return— For his talents he was unani* 
ruoufly chofen Ambafludor to the Court of Berar, 
with whom the Governor General had long kept up a 
corrcfpondence— The death of Mr Elliot was of 
the mod fatal confequence, as there was not anv per- 
fon then who could weil fupply his place : he porTeOed 
the entire confidence of the Governor General and was 
looked up in that light by Mood a gee the Rajah of 
Berar— He was feized on the 4th of September 1779, 
by a billious fever* and inflammation of the liver, which

A s a preacher in various languages, perhaps none in 
this countrw exceeded him ; but his virtue, his piety, 
his indefatigable zeal to promote the happinefs of his 
fellow creatures,oi whatever rank, colour, @r profeffhn^hh 
difinterefteduefs and ipotlefs life, made him a preacher 
of greater force than oratory poffefies : whilft the re- 
membrance of his goodnefs, made him at once an or* 
nament to his holy profeffion, and a laudable example 
to his fucceffors. 

His happy death, tho* lamented by many who in k 
have loft a friend and benefa6lor,ihould now be reflect- 
ed on. He went up the country on his travels* as he 
ufed once a year, tho' at a considerable expenfe to him- 
felf, to diffufe the knowledge of the Gofpcl of Chrift, 
and ferve his fellow creatures: and whilft thus fervinp- 
bis Creator, the King of Terrors feized him, and with-* 
out a groan, tranfiated him to a happy Eternity, 

When the account of his death arrived at Madras, 
where he ordered his corpfe to be interred, all dalles 
of people, Europeans as well as Natives, mourned his 
<&eath as a public lofs. A multitude attended' his fune- 
ral, — -from the European gentleman, to the meaneft 
Malabar peafant, and women as well as men, who all 
joioed in general and univerfal expreiBons of farrow 
on the accafiors*
